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Advisory Action 

1 . On page 2 of the Remarks filed 8 May 2007 Applicant submits that "the Examiner has 
not provided a source of any teaching or suggestion of a radiation absorbing fixture removably 
coupled to the external surface of a closed container." Applicant continues on page 3 of the 
Remarks, noting that "[e]ach recited feature has to be found somewhere in the cited references, 
otherwise the Examiner would have to be using impermissible hindsight to form the rejection." 
On page 4 of the Remarks, Applicant asserts that "neither Doi nor Ichihara discloses a radiation 
absorbing fixture removeably coupled to an external surface of a closed container." 

In response, the Examiner notes that if either Doi or Ichihara did disclose a radiation 
absorbing fixture removeably coupled to an external surface of a closed container, they would be 
anticipatory references. As set forth in the Final Rejection, anticipations is not required to reject 
the claims. Doi teaches a radiation absorbing fixture removably coupled to the external surface 
of articles placed within a container. Ichihara discloses the radiation sterilization of a closed 
container. Ichihara further provided motivation to enclose the articles of Doi within a closed 
container. The combination of Doi with Ichihara results in placing the removable fixture of Doi 
on the external surface of the closed container suggested by Ichihara. 

The instant invention is deemed obvious and the rejection as set forth in the Final 
Rejection is maintained.
